cutback of 10 per cent at the 
start 
while 
others 
are 


questioning the whole concept of 
reductions that could upset the 
balance of power. As a result the 
plans promised to the North 
Atlantic alliance— NATO — by

move until Thursday night when 
the President 
publicly an- 


nounced his intentions.

"He is simply 
stating the momentous nature of 
the occasion and the necessity 
for restraint."

be laid, in advance of the 
mission. 


Mansfield said Nixon "will be 


walking on eggshells" in ad- 
vance of the meeting with 
Premier Chou En-lai of the 
People's Republic of China, and 


negotiations leading up to it will 
have to be secret. 


Scott said earlier that the 


timing of Nixon's visit to China 
indicated the United States will 
have no combat troops in 
Vietnam by May i, 1972. 


Going a step further, the 


Pennsylvania senator said 
Nixon's announcement that he 
will visit Peking by next May 
implies possibly there would be 
no U. S. forces at all in Vietnam 
by that time, "except those 
necessary to carry out such 
agreements, as, hopefully, have 


been made." 


"Do you think it is feasible 


that an American president can 
go to China while there are any 
troops left in South Vietnam." 
Scott was asked Sunday on 
ABC's ""Issues and Answers". 


"I think that he could go if the 


reason for keeping some troops 
in South Vietnam is coupled with 
the prisoner -of-war issue at that 
time." 


Under Nixon's announced 


withdrawal plan all but 184,000 
of the U. S. contingent in Viet- 
nam is due out by Dec. 1.

COP's

Marlowe, said the proposal was 
"a shock to the mothers of 
Tehama County's fatherless 
children and to the poor, the 
elderly and the disabled." She 
termed the bill and the Cham- 
ber's endorsement of some type 
of welfare reform "sadistic." 


Reagan's bill wou)d force 


welfare recipients to accept job 
training or be taken off the 
welfare r.olls. 


COP's plan to boycott county 


merchants is to begin by 
organizing a food cooperative, 
according 
to Hardy. 
The 


cooperative, open to everyone 
regardless of financial sta'us, 
would be patterned after si*r :iar 


operations in Chico and the Bay 
area. 


Hardy said the group was not 


receiving help in setting up the 
program from Chico. 


Fred Feagin is chief of COP, 


according to Hardy. 


The organization contends 


that the Chamber has become a 
"political" organization, with 
"the most recent indication of 
this was July 8 when under the 
leadership of Mr. (Randy) Jalli, 
the board of directors . . . . ap- 
parently voted to support. . .

Cease-Fire Proposal 


SAIGON (AP) — The South 


Vietnamese government today 
renewed its proposal for a cease- 
fire and 
the reunification 


elections with North Vietnam 
that President Ngo Dinh Diem 
refused to hold 16 years ago. 


Although both the government 


and a U. S. Embassy spokesman 
said it was reaffirmation of 
proposals made in 1969 and July 
8, by South Vietnam, the 
renewal of the bid took on new 
significance in light of other 
moves aimed at a peaceful 
settlement. 


These include a new seven- 


point peace package put forth by 


the Viet Cong at the Paris peace 
talks July 1 and President 
Nixon's forthcoming visit to 
mainland China to confer with 
Red Chinese leaders. 


At the daily briefing for news 


correspondents, U. S. Embassy 
spokesman Roy W. Johnson was 
asked if the United States saw 
anything new in the South 
Vietnamese proposal. 


"So far, we haven't found 


anything new in it," Johnson 
replied. "It is a reaffirmation of 
a statement made in 1969. It is 
also a reaffirmation of two 
points of the five-point proposal 
made July 8 in Paris. We see 
nothing new in it."

Guerrillas Under Control 


By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 
Prime Minister Wasfi Tell of 


Jordan declared today the 
Palestinian guerrilla movement 
is now completely 
under 


government control and any of 
its leaders caught in Jordan will 
be placed on trail. 


He told a news conference in 


Amman that 2,300 guerrillas 
captured during last week's 
fighting were now held in camp 
"in a rear area." They ap- 
parently were taken there from 
Jordan Valley, where they had 
taken 
refuge 
from 
King 


Hussein's troops. 


Earlier Iraqi broke relations 


with Jordan as the Jordan army 
mopped up the guerrillas. 
Jordan, however, did not regard 


Baghdad's 
decision as 
a 


diplomatic break. 


"Our brothers in Iraq were 


wrong in their decision, possibly 
due to the fact that they were 
misinformed," 
an 
official 


spokesman said today in Am- 
man. 


"We hope they will reconsider 


their decision which does not 
unify the Arabs in the battle 
against Israel." 


Sudan denounced Jordan's 


campaign 
against 
the 


guerrillas. A Cairo newspaper 
accused Hussein of being "an 
obedient tool" for Israel. 


Both Iraq and Sudan appealed 


to other Arab nations to isolate 
Jordan. But there was no official 
statement from Egypt, where 


President Anwar Sadat has been 
trying to mediate the Jordanian 
conflict. 


Iraq is the second Arab 


government to sever relations 
with Jordan. Libya recalled its 
diplomats from Amman at the 
height of Jordan's civil war last 
September, 
after 
Hussein 


decided he had to control the 
guerrillas or be overthrown. 


A 
Jordanian 
military 


spokesman said the army had 
pinned down the remnants of 
small guerrilla bands in nor- 
thern Jordan. 


The army spokesman said 


about 100 soldiers had been 
killed in six days of fighting and 
he estimated guerrilla losses at 
more than 200.

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The Editor's Question Answered 


(FROM THE OROVILLE MERCURY REGISTER) 


Once in a great while a small-town editor may pat his own back 


and smile, whether the pat and smile are justified or not. We're 
doing that today all because of an editorial and a letter to the Chief 
Justice of the United States Supreme Court which never was an- 
swered, directly. 


Back on December 10 the Mercury ran an editorial, com- 


menting on an interview that had appeared in U.S. News & World 
Report. Justice Burger had been asked whether he agreed with the 
opinion of many that "lots of criminals are getting off scot-free 
because of legal technicalities". In his answer the justice worked 
around to the recollection that Justice Cardozo once had said that 
"the criminal should not go free because the constable blundered". 
That, said Burger, is one point of view. The other was expressed by 
Justices Brandeis and Holmes who said that "enforcement of the 
law must never embody dirty methods". 


"The subject was dropped there," said our editorial. "We wish 


someone had asked Justice Burger how it might work out from the 
viewpoint of justice if it were left to the trial judge to determine 
whether the evidence improperly uncovered was bonafide and 
material to the case, and if so, at his discretion, it could be admitted 
as evidence. Then, it could be made mandatory on the trial judge 
and the prosecuting attorney to see that charges of a criminal 
nature be brought against the offending officer, he to be tried in the 
same court that tried the original defendant." 


Under such a procedure, it seemed to us, the "constable" and 


all peace officers would be on notice even more than under present 
procedure, to avoid "dirty methods", yet the original offender 
would not have been freed on a simple technicality. 


Then we mailed the editorial to the chief justice. No reply, of 


course; none expected. Yet last week's U.S. News reported 
ramarks made by Burger from the high bench. He answered the 
question we (and perhaps others) had asked. 


The law, Mr. Burger said should: 


—Provide penalties against law-enforcement officials who 


violate the law. 


—But also direct that "no evidence otherwise admissible shall be 


excluded from any criminal proceedings because of violation of the 
Fourth Amendment." 


That amendment is the one that forbids "unreasonable searches 


and seizures" and requires showing of "probable cause" for search 
warrants. 


We submitted our suggestion of December 10 to various judges, 


district attorneys and police officials but got little or no support. We 
see that Rep. Emmanuel Celler, New York Democrat, chairman of 
the House Judiciary Committee, says ponderously that "my in- 
clination is in opposition" to the suggestion of the chief justice. 


It seems that that only the common man and the chief justice 


are for the sensible suggestion. As Mr. Burger put it: "It is hardly 
surprising that such results (the freeing of criminals after relevant 
and reliable evidence has been suppressed) are viewed with in- 
comprehension by nonlawyers, judges and legal scholars the world 
over." 


Thank you, Mr. Chief Justice.

Era Of Permissiveness Not Yet Ended, 
American Court Records Illustrate 


Letter To The Editor

WASHINGTON— The "Silent 


Majority" to whom President 
Nixon once addressed himself 
on nationwide TV would no 
doubt like nothing better than to 
believe, at long last, the era of 
permissiveness is at an end in 
America. But there is too much 
evidence to the contrary. 


That's what the president 


recently told graduates of the 
FBI Academy on the subject of 
law enforcement. One might 
assume that President Nixon 
meant 
one 
of 
several 


possibilities when he uttered 
those words: 


—He was using the phrase in 


the very narrow context, to 
apply directly and only to law 
enforcement officers, not in- 
cluding judges, prosectoors and 
juries. 


—He was serving notice that 


he is fully behind the police and 
as far as he is concerned, per- 
missiveness is at an end. 


—THE PRESIDENT was 


remembering his campaign 
promises of 1968 and was looking 
ahead to 1968—with the view 
toward selling the concept that, 


in tact, permissivmess has 
ended. 


—He is unaware of recent 


judicial proceedings which not 
only say permissiveness has not 
ended, but might be gaining 
more ground. 


It is ironic that some of the 


nation's 
newspapers 
that 


carried Mr. Nixon's assertion 
regarding permissiveness also 
carried the story that the 
Supreme Court had freed a man 
who had been convicted of 
brutally murdering eight or nine 
nurses. 


And shortly before did not a 


judge in New Haven, Conn, free 
a Black Panther leader accused 
of murdering one of his own 
men—on grounds that the jury 
could never agree'? And shortly 
before that did not a Black 
Panther leader in California, 
convicted of killing a policeman, 
get a new trial and draw a 
relatively minor penalty? And 
were not nine of the same party 
just freed in New York on 
charges of plotting to blow up 
buildings and subways? 


THESE FACTS are listed, not 


to impute guilt to any innocent 
person but only to point to a 


trend in judicial proceedings 
that suggest anything but that 
permissiveness has ended in 
America. 


A very recent opinion poll 


asked if the American who 
hijacked the Braniff plane 
should be extradited to the U.S. 
to stand trial, or should he be left 
to Argentine authorities, the 
country where he was finally 
captured. 


It was nearly unanimous that 


he should be left to the Argentine 
authorities. Why? Because those 
questioned said that if the 
hijacker were returned to 
America, a long trial would cost 
taxpayers a lot of money, and 
the person would not be 
punished anyway. At best this 
shows the people believe the 
Argentina system of justice 
superior to America's. At any 
rate, it does not speak well for 
confidence 
in 
American 


justice—nor does it suggest any 
belief that permissiveness has 
ended. 


Recent FBI statistics say that 


major crimes in the U.S. are up 
over last year. This increase 
carries no message that per- 
missiveness has ended. But on 
the plus side, the statistics did 


show this: A number of cities 
showed a decline in major 
crime, and nearly all of these 
cities 
(Philadelphia, 
Min- 


neapolis, etc.) had been moving 
toward non-permissive police 
and 
no-nonsense 
law 
en- 


forcement. 


IN FAIRNESS to President 


Nixon, it should be pointed out 
that he has since taking office 
worked 
toward less 
per- 


missiveness in law enforcement. 
No doubt the "Silent Majority" 
cheered his defense of the police 
in the handling of the Mayday 
disorders here, and his general 
attitude that shows he is on the 
side of law and order. 


Also, Mr. Nixon's actions have 


generally been in line with his 
rhetoric on the subject. He 
sponsored the D.C. Crime Bill 
last year, has taken new steps to 
fight organized crime, and is 
waging war on illegal drug 
traffic. 


This is all to the president's 


credit. But when he openly 
states that the era of per- 
missiveness in America is at an 
end, at best the statement is 
premature. 


Dear Sir: 
Supervisor Byrne's suggestion 


to dose the County Hospital is 
the only sensible one. It's 
useless to keep arguing whether 
the inadequacies of the Hospital 
are due to the plant or to the 
doctors. They are due to both; 
and they are so deep-seated that 
we can't hope to remedy them.

suspicious." 


Durham said after he began 


complaining about flaws, a 
Lockheed executive implied to 
him that "anyone who bucks the 
Lockheed company is in trouble 
for the rest of his life as far as 
obtaining 
suitable 
em- 


ployment." 
Durham 
quit 


Lockheed in May. 


As early as 1969, 
Durham 


began warning his bosses about 
flaws and missing parts, and on 
May 25, 1970, unable to get 
satisfaction from Lockheed in 
Marietta, Ga., where he worked, 
Durham wrote Lockheed board 


chairman Daniel Haughton 
This is the same Dan Haughton 
who last week urged the tax- 
payers to back a $250 million 
loan guarantee for Lockheed. 


Durham said his demands for 


reform 
led 
only 
to more 


coverups, even though an audit 
showed he was right. Thousands 
of missing parts were falsely 
reported in place, Durham 
wrote Haughton. 


"I was concerned that some 


cirtical part might be missing 
and cause a possible crash," 
says the letter, now in Prox- 
mire's 
possession. 
"Many 


missing parts were found only 
hours before aircraft were 
scheduled to fly." Durham said 
he had documents backing up 
his charges. 


"C5 aircraft moving to the 


flight line were in deplorable 
condition from a quality stand- 
point," he told Haughton One of 
his bosses, he wrote, told him 
"to keep quiet and hide the 
reports" or to "try to stamp 
them 'confidential.' " 


My associate Les Whitten 


spoke at length with Durham 
who said that the same C5A 
parts sometimes were ordered 
two and three times, that 
overpayments for parts ranged 
up to 500 per cent, and that some 
parts were ordered when they 
were already in stock. Durham 
said he could produce samples 
of tools paid for by the taxpayer, 
but left out to rust by Lockheed.

We 
offered 


Lockheed a chance to comment, 
but at this writing have received 
no reply. In the past both 
Lockheed and the Air Force 
have defended the safety and 
performance of the C5A

VW told worried owners that 


there was "no substantiation" to 
our ctiarges. They sneered at 
safety expert Byron Bloch, who 
was mentioned in our column as 
having films showing bloody 
marks from a VW's occupant's 
head which smashed against a 
rear window. Bloch, said VW 
scornfully, "is not a recognized 
safety authority."

Shasta College District is 


getting increased services from 
Chico State College, the Shasta 
Superintendent-President. 
Dr. 


Gilbert A. Collyer, reported to 
the board of trustees at their last 
meeting. 


He pointed out that Chico 


State College is already offering 
a public administration degree 
with upper division course work 
provided in the Redding area 
and that this program has 
enrolled many students from the 
Redding Police Department. 
Next year Chico State College 
will institute Bachelor's Degree 
programs in five additional 
areas. 


The expansion of offerings in 


state college extension centers 
has now become approved 
policy of the Board of Trustees 
of California state colleges. 
Lower division work will be 
taken at Shasta and other 
community colleges. 


A considerable amount of 


construction is being planned, at 
Shasta, Dr. Collyer reported. 


The Board authorized the ad- 
ministration to go out to bid on 
two tennis courts and for 
projection and lighting equip- 
ment facilities for the newly 
completed amphitheatre. The 
architect's estimate to build the 
two new tennis courts and light 
four courts was $47,500.00 The 
cost for the amphitheatre work 
is estimated at $26,000.00 


The amphitheatre will be used 


for future summer festivals, as 
well as for other theatrical 
productions of the college and 
community 
groups. 
These 


facilities will be financed mainly 
from community service funds 
inasmuch as they will both be 
used extensively for public 
recreation and cultural events. 


The Board authorized the firm 


of Peterson and Hobbs to draw 
up preliminary plans and rough 
estimates for paving work 
throughout the campus. A major 
part of the parking area will be 
east of the gymnasium, for a lot 
just east of the Agricultural 
Building, for. a lot which will be 


reserved for dormitory women, 
and an expanded area of the 
corporation yard. Some new 
paths will be planned for the 
campus. 


The Board approved payment 


of $29,706.25 to J.F. Shea and 
Company for work on the college 
playing fields, which are now 44 
per cent completed. 


The Board approved an ap- 


plication calling for $13,112 in 
federal vocational education 
funds for the educationally, 
physically, and economically 
disadvantaged. 


Summer school enrollment at 


the college has increased again 
over that of the previous year. 
The number of classes is up 8 
per cent over last year; 6 per 
cent more people have enrolled; 
and course enrollment is up 13 
per cent. In all, 1,375 students 
are enrolled compared to 1,297 
last year. 


The next meeting of the board 


will be held on Tuesday, August 
3,1971. At this time, a budget for 
the 1971-72 year will be finalized.

Robert B. Martin, DIDS 
project manager, said the entire 
system will cost $49 million and 
be completed by 1977.

peace," adding, "I hope he will 
find the trip a propitious time to 
visit the Soviet Union as well. I 
believe direct contact between 
our president and the leaders of 
our two giant nuclear rivals 
could 
prove 
profoundly 


beneficial to all." 


Cranston intimated the trip 


might help the U.S. disengage 
from the Vietnam war, but 
added: 


"The most pressing threat to 


our survival is the nuclear arms 
race which, if allowed to con- 
tinue unabated, can destroy all 
three of our nations — finan- 
cially and physically — and 
most of the rest of the world as 
well."

Good Manners Rely On Common 
Sense To Do What Is Correct

Beginning at an early age, 


most of us frequently hear the 
expression, "Where are your 
manners?" Pointed advice 
usually follows — to always say 
please, to always say thank you 
or to keep your elbows off the 
table. This is our earliest in- 
troduction to the rules of good 
manners and probably promp- 
ted you to wonder, even as a 
child, what was so important 
about etiquette? 


It all started way, way back 


among the dimmest memories 
of the human race. When 
primitive men moved out of 
their lonely caves and started 
living and working together in 
groups. They soon found that 
some of their fellow man's 
behavior 
was 
pleasant 
or 


beneficial, while others did or 
said things which were of- 
fensive. 


For obvious reasons they 


quickly learned to admire the 
associates who did pleasant 
things and to frown on those who 
made themselves obnoxious. 
This is the way the rules of 
etiquette were born and the 
basic rule has not changed to 
this day: A person with good 
manners is one who is thoughtful 
and considerate of others. He 
never knowingly does things 
which are offensive to others. 


There is more to good man- 


ners, 
however, 
than 
just 


pleasing others. Equally im- 
portant is the build-up of your 
own self-confidence, a vital need 
of every normal teen-ager. It's a 
grand and glorious feeling when 
you have no fear of pulling a 
boner and appearing ridiculous 
in most social situations. When 
you know just the right thing to 
do in a fine restaurant, for 
example, or how to introduce 
two people correctly, you feel at 
ease. You don't feel flustered or 
worried. 
Your 
easy 
self- 


assurance makes you a more 
attractive, better -liked person. 


Some of the rules of etiquette 


have to be memorized, such as 
not to slurp your soup or rudely 
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break into another person's 
conversation. Other rules are so 
rarely used you don't try to 
memorize them you just look 
them up when needed; such as 
how to reply to a formal in- 
%'itation or how to address a 
letter to top dignitaries. 


Everyday living for 
the 


average teen-ager requires only 
that you know how to get along 
smoothly and be mannerly to 
your family, teachers a^d all the 
other people you normally meet. 
Some of these relationships are 
covered by rules, but there are 
many situations for which there 
are no exact rules. You must 
rely on your own common sense 
to tell you what is the right thing 
to do. 


By way of illustration, there is 


no rule to say you must pause 
and hold the door open for some 
person you don't know who is 
following you into a store. This 
kind of thoughtfulness. however, 
marks you as a person with 
natural, easy good manners. 
Chances 
are 
you will 
be 


thoughtful of others in most 
situations. 


The acid test of a person's 


good manners is how they 
behave at home. In too many 
families, both teens and parents 
think of home as a place to 
unwind, to do as they please, and 
to never mind the manners. You 
cannot be a truly well-mannered 
person and operate with double 
standards, one for the home and 
one for public. This only makes 
you a fraud and completely 
unfair to those closest to you. 


Good manners at home mean 


more than displaying common 
courtesy. It means taking over 
the dishwashing now and then. It 
means sending mom and dad to 
the movies, not as a duty but 
because you want to please 
them. It means being thoughtful 
of sister, not prying into her 
diary or borrowing her clothes 
without 
permission. Every 


home and family offers coun- 
tless opportunities for everyone 
to practice good manners. The 
more practice you have at 
home, the more natural and 
easy your good manners will be 
in public. 


One important point about 


good manners deserves special 
consideration. Some teen-agers, 
with their realistic habits of 
thinking, may already have 


these questions in mind. What do 
you do when someone is being 
out and out crude or rude to you? 
Do your good mariners dictate 
that you must take this ob- 
noxious treatment with polite 
smile? Not at all! There are 
occasions when righteous in- 
dignation is justified and you 
have good reason to "tell 
somebody off." Even then your 
good manners need not be 
abandoned for you can tell them 
off in positive but proper words 
— not on the crude, rude basis 
which offended you in the first 
place. 


The teen years is the time to 


really work on your good 
manners because they will 
largely determine the quality of 
your friends and associates for 
the rest of your life.
